1. (Currently Amended) A method of multi-modal content delivery, Ihe method 
comprising: 

esiabUsbing a session l>etween a server and a client device; 

while in a state of the session, delivering content in a first presentation mode fomtat to 
the diem device, the content being associated with the state, wherein delivering the comem in 
The first pieseniaiion mode format comprises (i\ Receiving co ntent in an original fomiat from the 
server, (ii^ transcoding the conteni in the onpinal format to provide the content in the first 
presentation mode formar. and (iii^ ttansmitting the content in the f irst presentation mode formal 
over an air interface to the client device: 

storing a state record associated with the client device, the state record defining the state 
of the session; 

receiving a mode-switching signal from the client device; and 

in response to the mode-switching signal, continuing the session in the state by delivering 
the content in a second presentation mode format to the client device, wberem the second 
presentation mode foratat is different from the first presentation mode fotmat. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the first presentation mode format is a 

voice-based format. 



3, (Origmal) The method of claim 2, wherein the second presentation mode fomiat 
is a screen-based format. 
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4. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the firsi presentation mode fonnat is a 
screen-based fonnat. 

5. (Original) The method of claim 4, >vherein the second presentation mode formal 
is a voice-based fonnat. 

6. (Cancelled) 

7. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein delivering the conieni in the second 
presentation mode format to the chent device comprises: 

receiving content from the server in an original format; 

transcoding the content in the original fonnat to provide the content in the second 
presentation mode format; and 

transmitting the content in the second presentation mode fonnat over an air interface to 
the client device, 

8. (Original) The method of clama I. wherein the state record identifies the state of 
the session by ideniifymg a navigation point, the navigation point identifying a specific resource 
available £rom the server. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 8, wherein the navigation point is defined by a 
umform resource identifier (URI). 
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10. (OriginaJ) The method of claim 8, wherein the stale record includes a cache of 
content associated with the state, and wherein; 

continuing the session in die state further comprises transminmg the cache of content to 
the client device. 

1 1. (Original) The method of claim I, further comprising: 

the clJent device transtnitting the mode-switching signal over an air interface. 

12. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the mode-switching signal includes a 
service request, the service request identifying the cUent device and the second presentation 
mode format. 

13. (Original) The method of claim 12, further comprising: 

in response to the service request, determining whether the client device is authorized to 
receive content formaned for the second presentation mode format, 

14. (Original) The method of claim 13, lurther comprising: 

in response to the service request, locating the state record associated with the client 

device.

28, (New) A method of raulri-modal comeni delivery, the method coroprising: 
establishing a session between a server and a client device; 

while in a state of the session, delivering content in a firs? presentation mode fonnat to 
the client device, the content being associated with the state, 

storing a state record associated with the client device, the state record defining the state 
of the session; 

receiving a mode-switching signal from the client device; and 

in response to the mode-switching signal, continuing the session in the stale by delivering 
the content in a second presentation mode format to the client device, wherein the second 
presentation mode format is different from the first presentation mode formatM and wherem 
fl^ l ^yering the conteni in the second p resentation mode fonnat comprises (i) receivinft content in 
an original format from the server, (ii) transcoding the content in the oiipmal formal to provide 
die content in the second p resentarion mode format, and fiii) transmmma the content in the 
second presentation mode format over an air interface to the client device. 
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
